A youd point 
is mado about Marxism having to call 
in for tho fulflments of its ultimate 
aims, & ‘cosmic purpose’, which it nor- 
mally denies, thus’ bringing the social 
order into contact with another real 
of experience. Competent scoring 1s | 
also made with ihe point that Christ- | 
ianity has itself always liad as nich 
wu “onaterial’ as aw ‘pie in the sky’ 
outlook and has therefore universal 
relevance to men's daily and eternal 
needs. Thought is given im this bool: 
also to Christ as the whole meanine of 
history; to the shaping of Divine turm 
in sociely by economic laws—a_ puint 
often footten, and to a plea for the 
development of a federl and piurat; 
fora of society as a ineans of ian’ 
silyation from the inherent and ins 
creasing: dangers of votilitarianisia. 

Body, Mind and Spirit: derives its 
argument froin the ‘animistic’ shaping 
of Divine form which ts found an 
primittve society—-namely an anstinct- 
ive belief ino souls and spirits as the 
ultimate explination of the Universe. 
From there Mr, Leon discusses reality 
as creducible to co-ordinated events 
which make wholes, systems—in effect 
fnstory’’. A great deal uf the book 
is concerned with an analysis of mind, 
hody and spirit: Spirit being described 
is om power that mediates, inter-| 
penetrates or tmspires the world of | 
nund and body. 

The third book is a reprint of a 
published ceries of broadeast talks now 
over 10 years old. Their subject matter 
-—the L’roblem vf vil—is one of the 
most perplexing of existence, especially 
te younger minds which have been 
unable to reconcile tho manifest cruelty 
of evil with tho alleged goodness of 
God ; not understanding that Christian 
plulosopy has always recognised the 
reality of suffering and wreny-doing as 
pert of the price paid for human free- 
dom of will and choice of action in the 
world of affairs. Thus the oternal 
vontlics that ensues is only possible 
against w backeruund of natural laws 
which in themselves make for stability. 


On the human level the contlict 
provides a challenging environment 


from which civilisation springs, As the 
old Greek proverb says, ‘‘The best 
things ave difficult”, or familiarly put, 
“No pains, no gains” 

Dr. Whale stresses the fact that the | 
death of Christ was tho victory of evil 
“single and complete’. Against this 
the Resurrection, namely the triumph 
over Death, the ultimate evil, is crucial 
io Ohristian thinking and ‘marvelous 
indeed’’. ; 

Having made enquiry into the 
yuestions taised in the foregoing books 
the reader can still ask with the Bishop 
of Bristol, Dr. Cockin, ‘Does 
Christianity make sense?”’. The author 
dues so hy attempting to show that 
Religion is # real interpretation of 
history; that “myth is the medium 
through which an insight into truth 
which cannot be exactly stated in terms 
of history, science or logical arguinent, 
“an be expressed.” 

in tho course of his short arguments 
the relevance and authority of the 
Bible is ¢ sed, and tho Christian 
doctrines concerning man, God and 
spirit aro simply and lucidly explained. 
Here again there is no pulpit language. 

The refreshing feature abgut all 
these short volumes is the approach. 
In cach caso the reader is not asked 
to muko religious assumptions, Lefore 
a particular case is stated, ‘To theso 
assumptions he may quite likely come ; 
hut he will do so after being reasonably 
persuaded thereto, coming, to them as 
it were of his own volition.

Climate at the Tate 


The recent climate of the Tate 
Gallery has been as changeable as the 
weather, At the beginning of the year 
it was the intemperate sun of Van Gogh 
that hung there. People went in their 
thousands, almost Bank Holiday in their 
mood, to bask in the fieree Southern heat 
of his exciting genius. Here was verve, 
violence, rhythm, decoration, and per- 
haps iuost important of all, eleuinentary 
no-need-to-think painting. Such pictures 
nade one start and live. 

Next there was Chagall—the Central 
Iuropern Jew making — statements 
presumably about his subconscious and, 
if art may be assessed by its beholders, 
always ineidentally un interesting ex- 
hibition in themselves, thon a fit subject 
for stubbly beards, corduroy thinking 
and possibly ism-ic (new word) intellig- 


ence, Here was earthquake art, violent 
clashes in pigment, but this time 


deliberate and not ay with Van Gogh, 
caught in a frenzy of instant sensation. 
evertheless, let us admit it, after the 
first shock these repetitive symbols of 
the inner, anxious and des ring lite, 
became monotonous, dull, even degener- 
atc, say the bighbrows what they will. 

Now it is an Englishman on view: 
Paul Nash. Born in 1885 and dying in 
1946; one of Ingland’s best-known 
painters of this century. But will a 
memorial exhibition so deserving, su 
varied, so worth-whilo, in its turn draw 
the crowd? Lt is doubtful; but what n 
pity if it be not so. 


Nash, like Chagall and Van Gogh 
i ( rh, was 
affected hy the breakdown in Ane of 


his time, though with Van Gogh, by an 
ir twist of fate at once demented 


and a pioncer, the proces i 
nd a pio: 2 the process begun; his 
art, seismic, epileptic, convulsive, aptly 
. 


coming tu a generation that svun 
behaved so in world affnirs. But unlike 
Chagall, who seems to accept his defeat, 
or Van Gogh, Nash was neither mad nor 
down, He comes to grips with the 
situation, dues something about it. The 
result is fine, controlled, penetrative arts 
that of a painter organising new mean- 
ings into the inner and outer world and 
making sense. 

Nash’s climate is somewhat cool. Like 
most Englishmen he drew inspiration 
from nature, but a nature which lacks 
the warmth of human tone, and as a 
painter he belonged to the abstract 
school so that some may find his work 
puzzling. In it his vision makes the 
InauiMAte personal; monoliths, trees, 
window-Lrumes, dank vegetation, men 
struggling in the mud at Ypres, a sea ol 
dead aeroplanes, geometric angles—ail 
breathe, have relationship and become 
purt of some universal life to which the 
human figure when it appears is sexled 
down, But in the water colours what 
nehness and what warmth!

for what they make him feel. If he
